New England winters are back, and in full force. 
While most people were hoping spring was just 
around the comer. Mother Nature decided to remind 
everyone why New England has a reputation for bad 
weather. 

Agawam and the rest of the Pioneer Valley were 
blanketed in snow early this week. Be 9 innir>g arour>d 
noon on Monday and continuing through midnight, 
two to three inches per hour fell on Western 
Massachusetts. Approximately 27 inches of snow 
covered Agawam when the storm was over. 

Despite the blizzard conditions, there were few 
incidents on Agawam’s streets. 

According to a spokesperson for the Agawam 
Police Department. It was pretty much a quiet day 
Tuesday as the Department of Public Works (DPW) 
cleared the roadways. Very few people were out driv¬ 
ing since most people spent a good portion of the day 
trying to dig-out their vehicles, driveways and side¬ 
walks. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen commended the DPW’s 
efforts. 

“1 think they did a great job," Cohen said. “They

Agawam Board Of Health 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control Program 

At the November 8, 2000 meeting, the Agawam 
Board of Health considered draft regulations enti¬ 
tled BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS 
RESTRICTING YOUTH ACCESS TO TOBACCO. 
The Board of Health invites comments regarding 
these proposed regulations at a public hearing on 
February 21, 2001 In the Community Room at the 
Agawam Police Department, 681 Springfield St, 
Agawam. 

Complete copies of the regulation are available 
at the Agawam Health Department. A summary of 
the proposed regulations is as follows: 

Sale of Tobacco Products to Minors is prohibit¬ 
ed. Each retailer shall verify a purchasers' age by 
means of photographic identification which notes 
the purchasers’ date of birth. Retailers must apply 
for an annual permit from the Agawam Board of 
Health to sell tobacco products. Retailers must 
post a copy of M.G.L. 270, Sec. 6 pertaining to the 
sale of tobacco products to minors at all cash reg¬ 
isters. Tobacco vending machines are prohibited. 
Out of package sales of tobacco products is pro¬ 
hibited as are self-service displays and free sam¬ 
ples. 

Penalties for sales to minors are progressive 
with each violation within a calendar year. 
Penalties range from $100 for the first offense to 
license suspension for the third offense. 
Penalties for other subsections of the regulation 
will result in a fine of $100 per day per violation. 
Violations may be penalized by means of the non- 
criminal method of disposition.

February 20, 2001 and can be addressed to the

Agawam’s House Needs To Be In Order Before 
Implementing Full-Day Kindergarten Plan 


I BELIEVE IN FULL-DAY KINDERGARTEN FOR 
ALL AGAWAM CHILDREN. I BELIEVE IN THE EDU¬ 
CATION OF ALL OUR CHILDREN, FROM PRE-K TO 
GRADE 12. HOWEVER, I BELIEVE AND SUPPORT 
THE BEST EDUCATION FOR ALL OUR CHILDREN 
WITH FISCAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

The recent proposal that has surfaced again does 
not support all our children. What It does do is place 
the educational careers of all 4,000 children of the 
Agawam School System in jeopardy for approximate¬ 
ly 70 children to attend full-day kindergarten. 

The questions to ask are: 

1. Educationally, are the needs of the kinder¬ 
garten children presently in our school system 
being met with the curriculum we have in place? 

ANSWER: At the School Committee meeting of 
January 23, 2001, this question was asked of each 
elementary school principal and they all 
answered...YES. The current MCAS results show that 
our grade four scores are above state average. Our 
curriculum is meeting the needs of our elementary 
children. 

2. Is the proposed program equitable? 

ANSWER: The program proposed is not equitable 

to ALL the children of our town. Currently, we have 
three full-day kindergartens, one each at Granger, 
Clark, and Robinson Park. These current programs 
enable our school system to educate those children 
with special needs, who make up one-half of the 
class, with peer partner children, making up the other 
one-half of the class, serving approximately 60 chil¬ 
dren. Enrollment for children entering kindergarten 
next year is approximately 320 students: however, the

An article in your paper misquoted one word, 
thereby changing the entire context of my statement. 
I would like to charify that. 

My statement should have read “our population ... 
is so used to full-day daycare ... now they want full-

proposed program will only service approximately 70 
children. Please do the math: the $217,000 for 70 chil¬ 
dren is extra money that would be added to the 
already $5,900 that we spend per student. The full- 
day curriculum includes lunch, nap, and recess with 
extra time for specialties. 

The parents/guardians in the Granger School dis¬ 
trict would have to transport their children to and from 
another elementary school "IF" they were lucky 
enough to be chosen in a lottery. How would this lot¬ 
tery look?...the children with l.E.P.’s (Individual 
Educational Plans for children with special needs 
under Chapter 766) would be first, in accordance with 
Mass. General Laws. Then what? How many girls and 
boys in each class for equity balance? How many 
children with 504 plans in each class? How many 
other 766-related situations allowed In each class? 

3. How can we afford this proposed program? 

ANSWER: This was unanswered by the Deputy 
Superintendent’s memo dated January 31, 2001. The 
memo is a picture of a circular target with “Full-Day K” 
in the center, at an estimated cost of $217,000 (with 
several unknown factors yet to be reported). All 
around the surrounding circles are the programs and 
requests that we need for ALL Agawam children. An 
arrow is pictured off to the side of the target with a bal¬ 
ance of $320,000, the remaining monies, after 
salaries are adjusted. The arrow reads, “TAKE YOUR 
BEST SHOT!” 

Examples of the Programs and Requests in the 
surrounding circles are: Non-Users Club, $2,250; 
Books. $64,290; Supplies, $91,090; Fourth-Grade 
Teacher for Clark (to prevent 36 children in a class- 

day kindergarten, but it should not be up to the school 
committee to PROVIDE that.” By misquoting me in 
your article stating that I don’t feel the committee 
should DECIDE that, it seems that I don’t believe in 
their voting power, which is not true. 

My statement hinged on the fact that our changing 
society is looking for a solution to their childcare prob¬ 
lems by expanding the kindergarten to full day. I fee! 
that a kindergarten-aged child should have some time 
during the day to learn through spontaneous play, not 
through curriculum-directed activities. 

That would include one-on-one reading, ourdoor 
exploration, and guided experimentation with manipu- 
latives ... all of which can be done at home with his 
parents.

room), $35,000; Sixth-Grade Teacher, $35,000; 
Library Assistant, $15,000; Reading Recovery 
Teacher, $8,724; Indoor Track, $1,701; MCAS 
Tutoring. $42,000; Tech-Ed Teacher, $35,000; 
Elementary Library Books for their Media Centers, 
$24,280; Teacher Mentoring Program, $20,000; 504

The memo speaks clearly. We need to make a 
choice - the proposed full-day kindergarten or NOT 
continuing to support the EDUCATIONAL DECI¬ 
SIONS that have already been made and the EDU¬ 
CATIONAL DECISIONS of our site-based school 
teams and principals, 

The School Committee has committed to full-day 
kindergarten at Phelps School, which would then 
accomplish the task of full-day kindergarten at each 
elementary school (remember, we already have one 
full-day kindergarten at Granger. Clark, and Robinson 
Park). This is a good start; this is educationally sound, 
fiscally accountable and equitable. We can attain a 
grant for $15,000 (which has specific guidelines for 
spending, as all grants do, as do the requirements for 
spending Chapter 70 monies) for the Phelps program. 
We must also follow the Kindergarten Task Force rec¬ 
ommendation to continue researching and studying ail 
aspects for full-day kindergarten for ALL Agawam chil¬ 
dren. 

It is obvious that we need to make choices, but the 
choices we make affect ALL of the CHILDREN OF 
AGAWAM as well as the citizens of the city, known as 
the Town of Agawam.

This year, the Wastewater Division oversaw the 
completion of the Combined Sewer Overflow 
Elimination project. This project involved the installa¬ 
tion of new drains and sewers and allowed the city to 
eliminate all of the overflow from its sewer system to 
the Connecticut and Westfield Rivers. Proudly. 
Agawam is one of the first area communities to com¬ 
plete this tremendous project that will positively affect 
our environment. 

Funds were also appropriated to update the long- 
range facilities plan for the extension of sewer service 
into southerly and western portions of Feeding Hills. 
This plan of study has been submitted to the 
Massachusetts Division of Environmental Protection 
for their approval to maintain eligibility for funding 
assistance for the future construction of sewers in this 
area. 

During 2000, the city extended its recycling efforts 
providing service for condominiums, apartments, 
schools, and public buildings. As a result, the tonnage 
of recycling materials from Agawam has increased by 
some 100 tons per month. Not only is this good for the 
environment, but it also reduces disposal costs and 
has generated an additional payment to Agawam of 
$12,900 for delivered recyclables from the materials 
recovery facility. 

The city continues to successfully operate the 
Agawam Municipal Golf Course. The year 2000 saw a 
poor weather season, yet we were able to realize a 
revenue surplus of $56,170. The construction of over 
a mile of eight-foot wide paved golf cart paths was 
accomplished. We acquired 72 new golf carts and 
have greatly enhanced the operation of the golf 
course. Also, an architect's design of the second floor 
of the clubhouse has been finalized and it is anticipat¬ 
ed that renovations to this area will be completed in 
the spring of 2001. 

This year has brought innovation and improvement 
in the area of recreation. The city hired Berkshire 
Design Group to provide a plan for active and passive 
recreational use of the former Hampden County prop¬ 
erty oT^ School Street and River Road. Proposed 
plans for the use of this property were presented to 
the public for input in November. A final plan is expect¬ 
ed by spring of this year. We look forward to the use 
of this property, which will greatly enhance our playing

fields and open space. 

The city has also constructed a new stiuffleboard 
court at St. John’s Field In the summer of 2000 for use 
by our seniors and any other shuffleboard enthusi¬ 
asts. 

Perry Lane Park saw tremendous improvements 
with the installation of two new playscapes, one of 
which was installed for use by the preschool children. 
Additionally, the tennis courts were reconstructed, 
paved and newly fenced, and now offer a much need¬ 
ed improvement to the park. A ‘‘challenge course" is 
being designed and will be ready for the campers at 
our very successful Perry Lane Day Camp this sum¬ 
mer. 

1 am both excited and proud that in November of 
2000, we broke ground for the city’s first skateboard 
park to be located at Shea’s Field. The tennis court 
was reconstructed, graded, and paved to create the 
base for the skateboard park. This park has been 
completely funded by donations from our business 
community, civic organizations, and citizens. We 
anticipate a ground opening in May. 

Other new Park & Recreation-sponsored activities 
include our first Battle of the Bands held in July at the 


High School. This was a tremendous success with 
more than 300 people in attendance and eight bands 
participating. It was enjoyed by people of all ages. The 
city has also developed and implemented activities for 
February and April school vacation weeks for our chil¬ 
dren. In addition, our first Family Fun Night was held 
last October and was well attended. 

Another of my major goals is to fill empty store¬ 
fronts to enhance planning and community develop¬ 
ment, To that end, the city has formulated a partner¬ 
ship with Springfield Technical Community College to 
foster the expansion and development of retail and 
small businesses. Through the combined efforts of the 
Agawam Chamber of Commerce, the Springfield 
Enterprise Center, Springfield Technical Community 
College, and the Agawam Planning Department, a 
business survey was prepared and mailed to Agawam 
businesses to gather information regarding growth 
and retention of businesses in Agawam. Results of 
the completed surveys are presently being compiled. 

The new State Veterans' Cemetery will be dedicat¬ 
ed this May and we are very proud to be the home of 
the first state veterans’ cemetery in the 
Commonwealth through the generosity of Mr. Ed 
Squazza. I would also like to pause to thank Ruth 
Bitzas, retired Veterans’ Agent, for her many dedicat¬ 
ed years of service to the district’s veterans. Ruth did 
a tremendous job for our veterans and will continue to 
do so in her new role as Volunteer Coordinator at the 
State Veterans’ Cemetery. 

We also anticipate the opening of the city’s histori¬ 
cal museum at the former fire station on Elm Street 
this May. This museum would not be possible without 
the tireless efforts of our dedicated Historical 
Association and donations by our business communi¬ 
ty and citizens. 

The Fire Department now has 11 paramedic level 
EMT’s, seven Intermediate level EMT's, and 13 basic 
EMT’s. Our commitment is hiring advanced level 
EMT's,provides the Agawam Fire Department superi¬ 
ority In its ambulance service and the city’s continuing 
commitment to public safety. We are currently study¬ 
ing the feasibility of operating an ambulance from the 
Fire Headquarters on Main Street and operating an

WHERE IS YOUR HEART? 

"Blessed are those who hunger and thirst for 
righteousness, for they will be filled.” These words 
of Jesus are recorded for us in the Gospel of Matthew, 
in a passage which has come to be known as the 
“Sermon On The Mount." Can it, does it, apply to our 
lives? Should we care? 


The simple answer is yes. We know these words of 
Jesus apply to our lives today, because He said them 
to all people of all time, to anyone who would listen to 
Him. We should care about these words of Jesus, 
because in them we find a great promise from God. 

When some people hear the word righteousness, 
they immediately reject it or resist it, because they 
think that righteousness is what religious people do, 
or perhaps more accurately, what they don't do. Each 
generation draws up its own list of forbidden pleas¬ 
ures, but it all boils down to the same thing: no fun, no 
pleasure. 

That definition of righteousness couldn’t be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. To be sure, there are some pleas¬ 
ures which must be forsaken if we are to be righteous, 
but those pleasures always end in pain, or worse, 
death. Eating and drinking to excess may be pleasur¬ 
able at the time, but such bingeing always ends in 
regret. So too with inappropriate intimate relation¬ 
ships. They either lead to broken hearts, or hardened 
hearts. God says “no” to some things, not because He 
wants to unnecessarily limit our pleasure, but 
because He wants to limit our pain. 

Righteousness, though, is not primarily about our 
behavior. Righteousness is about our relationship 
with God. Our relationship with God, broadly speak¬ 
ing, is either right, or righteous, or it is not right, or 
unrighteous. The decision about whether our rela¬ 
tionship with God Is righteous or unrighteous is up to 
us. Jesus promised us we would be blessed if we 
hunger and thirst for righteousness. 

Hungering and thirsting are very subjective adjec¬ 
tives. Different people experience hunger and thirst in 
different ways, and also express it or act upon it dif¬ 
ferently. Driving home through Monday's blizzard, I 
realized I was hungry, I took a multi-mile detour to go 


to Mac Donald’s for lunch. Someone else might think 
it would be better to drive home directly in haste, while 
1 went out of my way for food. Obviously, I placed a 
priority upon satisfying my hunger. 

In the Bible, there’s a story about a man ahd his 
friends who truly and deeply hungered and thirsted for 
righteousness with God. One day some Pharisees 
and experts in the Law of Moses sat listening to 
Jesus teach. They had come from every village in 
Galilee and Judea and from Jerusalem. God had 
given Jesus the power to heal the sick, and some 
people came carrying a crippled man on a mat. 
They tried to take him inside the house and put 
him in front of Jesus. But because of the crowd, 
they could not get him to Jesus. So they went up 
on the roof, where they removed some tiles and 
let the mat down in the middle of the room. When 
Jesus saw how much faith they had, He said to the 
crippled man, "My friend, your sins are forgiven.” 
The Pharisees and the experts began arguing, 
"Jesus must think He is God! Only God can for¬ 
give sins.” Jesus knew what they were thinking, 
and He said, "Why are you thinking that? Is it eas¬ 
ier for Me to tell this crippled man that his sins are 
forgiven or to tell him to get up and walk? But now 
you will see that the Son of Man has the right to 
forgive sins here on earth, ” Jesus then said to the 
man, "Get up! Pick up your mat and walk home." 
At once the man stood up in front of everyone. He 
picked up his mat and went home, giving thanks 
to God. Everyone was amazed and praised God. 
What they saw surprised them, and they said, "We 
have seen a great miracle today!” 

Not only was the young man and his friends 
blessed, but the other part of Jesus’ promise was real¬ 
ized as well. Jesus said, those who "hunger and 
thirst for righteousness will be filled. ” Jesus ’ prom¬ 
ise to each person who hungers and thirsts for God. 
and who seeks Him on His terms, is that he or she will 
actually find Him. God is not impossible to find. 
Indeed, He wants to be found by us. As well, the word 
filled comes from a Greek word which means “to sup¬ 
ply food in abundance." Notice that only was the 
young man healed, he was also forgiven. God wants 
to give more of Himself to us than we realize. Seek 
the Lord while He may be found. 

Where is your heart? "Blessed are those who 
hunger and thirst for righteousness, for they will 
be filled.” It is true God wants to limit some of our 
pleasure to limit pain in our lives; but it is just as true 
that God wants to pour out His blessings upon us, 
without limitation.

Where Is Your Heart? 

When his heart was lifted up, and his spirit was 

hardened in pride, he was deposed from his kingly throne. —Daniel 

5:20 

When a Michigan man entered the hospital for tests, he never would have 
guessed what the doctors would find. A routine chest x-ray revealed that 
the man's heart was on the wrong side of his chest. Because of a rare 
reversed-organ condition, his heart was not where it should be. 

In Daniel 5, we read of a different kind of heart problem—one that is all 
too common. This chapter reminds us that pride is a-spiritual condition in 
which the heart is in the wrong place. 

Nebuchadnezzar and Belshazzar, two kings of Babylon, were told that 
they had misplaced hearts of arrogance and pride (vv.20,22). As a result, 
God judged both of them. Nebuchadnezzar was made low until he 
recognized that the Most High God ruled over all (v.21), and Belshazzar 
was slain (v.30). 

We need to examine ourselves often to see if our heart is in the right 
place. Do we depend on God daily? Do we acknowledge that all we have 
and are is by His mercy and grace? Do we live as His grateful servants, 
yielding to His will? Only as we recognize the importance of genuine 
humility and acknowledge our dependence on Him can we have a heart 
that's "in the right place."

Article 13... 

Q: My husband pays me $300.00 per week as 
alimony. My friend also receives alimony from her 
husband, but her divorce judgment also states that 
she is the beneficiary of a $100,000.00 life insurance 
policy on her husband’s life in the event of his death 
and my divorce judgment doesn’t have any life insur¬ 
ance provision. My friend tells me that her attorney 
told her the insurance provision was necessary to 
secure her payment of alimony after his death. Is that 
true? 

A: M.G.L. Chapter 208, Section 36 - Security for 
payment of alimony or support: enforcement of judg¬ 
ments or orders, states, “When alimony or support is 
adjudged for the spouse or children, the court may 
require sufficient security for its payment according to 
the judgment.: 


In addition, M.G.L. Chapter 208, Section 36A - 
Continuing jurisdiction to enforce alimony, support 
and maintenance or child support; order for trustee 
process, states that, “Any remedy provided pursuant 
to this section shall be in addition to, and not in lieu of, 
any other remedy available, for the enforcement of 
support obligations.” > 

The most common security used to ensure the 
week to week payment of alimony is an automatic 
attachment of the payor spouse’s wages. In your situ¬ 
ation, this means that your $300.00 weekly alimony 
check would be paid directly by your ex-husband’s 
employer, instead of your ex-husband. 

Another security method would be to establish a 
plan of annuity. The maintenance of a life insurance 
policy by a payor spouse, although not mandatory by 
statute, is an effective mechanism of guaranteeing the 
payment of a lump sum of money after the payor 
spouse dies. This payment of life insurance proceeds 
upon cessation of alimony due to death of the payor 
spouse, would be especially important if the recipient 
of alimony has limited work skills, a medical condition 
limiting ability to work, or an older person. 

Your divorce attorney should discuss with you the 
many advantages of purchasing and maintaining a life 
insurance policy prior to your signing a divorce agree¬ 
ment.

Five Questions To Ask Yourself 

Before Changing Jobs 

Remember the days when most people spent their 
working years with one company - getting promotions, 
building seniority, and working toward retirement with 
a dependable pension? For much of today's work¬ 
force, those days are ancient history. Now It seems 
like the most common way to improve career 
prospects is to move from company to company as 
opportunities present themselves. 

If headhunters are calling and today’s tight labor 
market is presenting new job options, ask yourself 
these five questions as you ponder your decision 
about whether it’s time to move on: 

1. What kind of benefits do I need? The answer 
wiil help you eliminate the possibility of working for 
companies that don’t offer packages that meet your 
family’s needs. While larger companies tend to have 
more comprehensive employee benefits than smaller 
ones, you may have more opportunity to negotiate 
perks in a small-company environment. 

In addition to retirement savings plans offered by 
many companies, some of the more innovative bene¬ 
fit packages now include flexible spending accounts. 
These plans let you put pre-tax dollars into accounts 
to be used for medical, dependent care and legal 
expenses. 

2. What do I want In a position? Do you relish the 
thought of a plush comer office or would the idea of 
telecommuting from a home office be more appealing 
to you? Many workers are trading the traditional 
attractions of a lob upgrade - like a higher salary and 
better benefits - for flexibility and convenience. 

As you make your decision, consider your lifestyle 
and your family responsibilities, then think about how 
well your current position meets your priorities. If your 
priorities have changed and your work situation does¬ 
n’t offer what you need, it may pay to discuss this sit¬ 
uation with your boss prior to jumping ship. Many 
employers are open to negotiating work arrange¬ 
ments rather than losing valued employees. 

3. What do 1 value in a company? As you inter¬ 
view, consider what is realiy important to you in a 
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potential employer. Observe carefully what you feel 
and experience in the new work environment, See 
how employees interact and picture yourself in the 
setting. You can usually get a feel for the company’s 
culture in just a few brief visits. Talk to employees in 
the company if you have a chance. 

If you value community involvement, inquire about 
the company’s philanthropic efforts and Its reputation 
in the community. You may also be able to find addi¬ 
tional information about a potential employer by visit¬ 
ing its web site or reading its current annual report (for 
publicly held organizations). This data-gathering 
process can help you determine if the firm’s values 
match your own. 

4. Do i want to work for a small or a large com¬ 
pany? As mentioned above, large and small compa¬ 
nies may offer vastly different benefit programs. But 
there are other factors to consider In the large vs 
small debate. 

Those people who dislike bureaucracy and value 
the independent decision-making process may thrive 
in a small company environment. On the other hand, 
many job seekers look to the behemoths for the 
growth opportunities they often afford. 

Many people with entrepreneurial spirits choose to 
forego the security and stability of a big company for 
a chance to fulfill their dream. Yet others find the 
uncertainty of start-ups too unsettling. 

5. What can I do with my employer-sponsored 
retirement plan if I change jobs? When you leave a 
company, you have several options for your 401 (k) or 
other employer-sponsored plan. You may be able to 
leave your savings in your existing plan or perhaps 
move the assets to your new employer’s plan, roll dol¬ 
lars into a traditional IRA or take a cash distribution 
from the plan.

Delay in Diagnosing Breast Cancer 

The plaintiff was 29 and in good health when she 
visited her primary care doctor with concerns about a 
lump in her left breast. The plaintiff reported a hard, 
tender, palpable lump in the left side of her breast that 
she had only recently detected. The primary care doc¬ 
tor ordered a mammogram and indicated that the 
plaintiff would probably have a surgical consultation 
after the mammogram. 

The mammogram report indicated a nodular densi¬ 
ty less than one centimeter in size in the upper outer 
portion of the left breast. A follow-up ultrasound was 
recommended by the radiologist. The plaintiff claimed 
the mammogram films were misinterpreted by the 
radiologist, who failed to note an ill-defined six-mil¬ 
limeter spiculated mass, with at least four punctate 
microcatcifications and a suggestion of cloud-like cal¬ 
cifications inside the mass. These findings were sus¬ 
picious for cancer and required follow-up biopsy. 

A month after the initial mammogram, the plaintiff 
was seen by a surgeon who palpated a distinct tender 
nodule in the left breast located approximately in the 
1 to 2 o’clock position and recommended an ultra¬ 
sound of the breast. The surgeon, who had been 
referred by the primary care doctor, did not perform 
the breast biopsies. The surgeon reportedly asked 
the plaintiff to notify the surgeon of the results of the 
ultrasound, aspiration, or biopsy. No follow-up 
appointment was scheduled by the surgeon. 

A couple of weeks later, the plaintiff underwent 
ultrasound testing of the left breast. The interpreting 
radiologist reported the same mass in the same area 
of the left breast as had been identified on mammo¬ 
gram, but only recommended a repeat mammogram 
in four to six months. The plaintiff claimed that, since 
the radiologist did not find a mass to be cystic, the 
standard of care required that a biopsy be recom¬ 
mended to rule out breast cancer. 

No copy of the ultrasound was found in the sur¬ 
geon’s records, suggesting that neither the primary 
care doctor nor the radiologist ever sent the results to 
the surgeon. There was no evidence that the surgeon 
ever inquired as to the results. Indeed, the surgeon 
concluded that the plaintiff had chosen to continue

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her care elsewhere. None of the doctors caring for the 
plaintiff reportedly took any steps to ensure that a 
biopsy was performed. 

The plaintiff returned to her primary care doctor 
over the next tvo months, for pain and swelling in the 
area of her left axillary (armpit). Despite the findings 
of the ultrasound, in conjunction with the plaintiff's 
presentation of pain, the primary care doctor report¬ 
edly failed to recommend or inform the plaintiff of the 
need for biopsy of the mass. 

Four months later, the plaintiff had another mam¬ 
mogram that was reported as showing no appreciable 
change from the mammogram done before. The 
plaintiff claimed the films showed a 2-centimeter 
lesion with calcifications and spiculations. 

The plaintiff’s breast cancer was diagnosed two 
months later by way of a fine needle aspiration of a 
palpable axillary node as well as a biopsy of the 
breast mass. The plaintiff was subsequently treated 
with aggressive chemotherapy and underwent a mod¬ 
ified radical mastectomy. The plaintiff continued with 
radiation therapy in three-month interals over the next 
year-and-a-half. Today, the plaintiff is in her 30’s. The 
cancer has metastasized to her lungs and brain and 
she is expected to die prematurely from her cancer. 

The plaintiff claimed that the defendants each 
thought another medical care provider was handling 
the breast mass tissue and thus, allowed the plaintiff 
to "slip through the cracks.” The plaintiff also claimed 
that the defendants failed to appreciate the possibility 
of breast cancer given the plaintiff's young age and 
they failed to respond promptly to worrisome findings. 

The defendants contended that all of the films had 
been properly interpreted and that the surgeon and 
primary care doctor had acted appropriately in man¬ 
aging the plaintiff’s breast mass. The defendants fur¬ 
ther contended that even if the cancer had been 
detected and treated at an earlier stage, it would not 
have affected the outcome. Finally, the defense 
claimed that a breast augmentation procedure done 
while the plaintiff was a teenager created scar tissue 
that, coupled with the breast implant, made it difficult 
to visualize the mass and its features and to perform 
a biopsy.

when it comes time to negotiating your interests, that 
agent represents the seller. 

Find out whom the agent represents . Even though 
most states require the agent to disclose this fact to 
the buyer, watch for agents that practice a form of rep¬ 
resentation call “dual agency.” Dual agency is when 
the real estate agent does not represent the buyer or 
seller exclusively and forces the agent to be neutral 
throughout the netotiating process. 

Having someone looking out for your interests and 
offering their expert opinion about price and the con¬ 
dition of a home is invaluable when you consider you 
are spending anywhere from $100,000 to $200,000 
and up.

Keep Winter Safety 
In Mind During 
February

“I Can Cope” 
Cancer Series 
Begins Feb. 19th 


(Part 1 Of 3) 

February is traditionally the worst month for winter¬ 
time weather, and a good time to review some winter 
safety rules with your children. 

While winter activities provide children with amuse¬ 
ment during the colder months, they can also be life- 
threatening, notes the Western Mass. SAFE KIDS 
Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical Center 
Children’s Hospital. 

Our Emergency Department sees winter drown- 
ings and serious sledding accidents each winter, and 
parents and caregivers need to keep a watchful eye 
on winter play; limit outdoor playtime when tempera¬ 
tures are frigid; and be sure their children dress 
appropriately for the weather. 

The Western Massachusetts SAFE KIDS Coalition 
recommends the following suggestions to help keep 
your children safe for the remainder of this winter: 

WINTER DROWNING 

Most parents associate drowning with summer 
months, but the increased use of hot tubs and 
whirlpools (as well as the danger of hidden bodies of 
water or weak ice) makes winter drownings a risk as 
well. 

* Allow children to skate only on ponds or lakes 
that have been approved for skating. 

* Supervise children in or near a pool, hot tub, 
or any body of water. 

* Beware of children overheating in hot tubs 
and whirlpools. 

* Make sure pools and spas are secure. Install 
four-sided isolation fencing that is at least five feet 
high. The fence should have a self-closing and self¬ 
latching gate. Do not use the exterior of the house as 
one side of the fence. 

FROSTBITE 

* Dress children warmly. Several thin layers will 
help keep children dry as well as warm. Clothing 
should consist of thermal longjohns. turtlenecks, one 
or two shirts, pants, sweater, coat, warm socks, 
boots, gloves or mittens, and a hat. 

* Set reasonable time limits on outdoor play. 
Call children in periodically to warm up with drinks 
such as hot chocolate. 

* When possible, avoid taking infants outdoors 
when it is colder than 40 degree F. Infants lose 
body heat quickly. 

If a child complains of numbness or pain in the fin¬ 
gers, toes, nose, cheeks, or ears while playing in the 
snow, or if the skin is blistered, hard to the touch, or 
glossy, be alerted to the possibility of frostbite and 
take the following steps; 

* Take the child indoors or call a doctor. Tell the 
child to wiggle the affected body part(s) to 
increase blood supply to that area. Warm the 
frozen part(s) against the body by holding fingers 
to the chest, for example. 

* Immerse frozen part(s) in warm, not hot, 
water. Frozen tissue is fragile and can be damaged 
easily. Avoid warming with high heat from radiators, 
fireplaces, or stoves, and avoid rubbing or breaking 
blisters.

These past four weeks I have been sharing my 
story about the life of my second child. This is a 
story I began writing several years ago. I hope to 
share our story, in chapter form, over the next 
several weeks. Last week, in the second part of 
Chapter 2,1 described the urgency of irregularities 
discovered in our babies’ ability to breathe and 
with her tiny heart. The chapter ended with news 
that she would probably be transferred to another 
hospital. 


Chapter 3 (part one) 


THE TRANSFER 


The transfer team was dispatched from Baystate 
Medical Center with some urgency. 1 was informed 
when they arrived. I went out to the glass wall looking 
in on their interaction with our baby wondering what 
would be their news. It came swiftly! They decided to 
transfer our little girl immediately. To our surprise, the 
transfer was not going to be to Baystate, but rather 
south, some 30 miles, to Hartford Hospital, where 
they have a Pediatric Cardiology department. It was 
her heart! 

Joanne, the nursery nurse, was the first to recog¬ 
nize that our little girl was in trouble when she began 
to turn blue.

They fur¬ 
ther accessed that the opening in her heart {the duc¬ 
tus foramen ovale) that naturally closes after the first 
three or so hours after birth needed to remain open. 
Medication temporarily kept it open to stabilize circu¬ 
lation. 

We literally only had minutes to digest the news, 
say good-bye and give her a name. Mellon said, 
"Before she leaves we need to give her a name”. The 
pressure to name her grew larger than we had ever 
imagined. Somehow, the process and significance of 
naming our baby moved beyond just giving her a cut 
snappy name that we were pondering all along, like, 
Molly.

Bed Rest & Back Pain 

For many years, the medical profession has 
emphasized bed rest for low back pain. Even to this 
day, occasionally a patient will come In after seeing 
their primary care doctor who advised several days of 
bed rest. 

One study found that protracted rest leads to a 
catabolic state and general malaise. There is dem¬ 
ineralization of the bone (meaning the bone weakens) 
and a 3% loss of muscle strength per day. 

Some other effects are not only muscle weakness, 
but muscle atrophy or wasting -1.0% to 1.5% of mus¬ 
cle mass lost per day. Cardiopulmonary decondition¬ 
ing (15% loss of aerobic capacity in 10 days), bone 
mineral loss, risk of thromboembolism, as well as 
social side effects and economic loss. All this leads to 
what is referred to as deconditioning syndrome. The 
body becomes deconditioned-decreased strength, 
decreased endurance, decreased flexibility, 
decreased cardiovascular fitness, and decreased 
awareness of position sense and kinesthesia. 

Rest, particularly prolonged bed rest, may be the 
most harmful treatment ever devised. Prolonged bed 
rest is the most effective method known for producing 
a severe disuse syndrome. 

A chiropractor works with the patient to restore 
motion by mobilizing and motioning the spine, to 
strengthen and stretch the muscles by providing 
strengthening and stretching exercises, and to 
increase proprioception by directly affecting the nerv¬ 
ous system. Chiropractic care not only helps with pain 
relief, but also, and more importantly, restores motion 
and function.

The Strain Of Snow Removal... 


Many patients have called our office recently with 
back complaints related to the series of snowstorms 
and the strain of snow removal. 

The Schlaffer Chiropractic Office advises you to 
exercise caution! Shoveling snow is one of the tough¬ 
est activities that you can do to your low back. It is cer¬ 
tainly one activity that will further injure your already 
weak low back. 

If you are not in very good physical condition, I 
would advise you to give up shoveling altogether. Find 


a neighborhood kid who is ambitious enough to help 
you. Have your driveway plowed by a professional. If 
that is not possible and you insist on shoveling your 
own driveway, then condition your back for several 
months ahead of the snow season. 

Each year, we hear about the number of heart 
attacks and strokes that occur as the result of overex¬ 
ertion. The tragedy of the fatal or near-fatal result of 
an apparently healthy person from snow shoveling is 
rather common. Other hazards involved are even 
more common. 

The same snow which causes heart stress also 
causes dangerous stress to the discs in the spine of 
the shoveler. When you consider that a shovel of 
snow weighs from five to seven pounds, you realize 
the tremendous accumulative weight one has to lift to 
clear an area. The average driveway or walk will hold 
hundreds of pounds of snow. 

I recommend the following rules to guard against 
the snow-shoveler syndrome: 

1. Dress warmly, but don't bundle up so as to make 


it difficult and awkward for you to move naturally. 

2. Use a lightweight pusher-type shovel. Spray it 
with Teflon so snow will not cling to it. 

3. Try not to lift the snow if possible. Push it into a 
pile, thereby relieving spinal compression. 

4. Avoid sudden twists of the torso. Move the entire 
body. 

5. Keep your back straight when you lift. Use your 
legs rather than your back. 

6. Work slowly. 

7. If you feel tired or short of breath, stop and take 
a rest. Stand up straight and breathe deeply. 

8. If you feel a twinge of back pain, stop complete¬ 
ly and go inside the house, sit down, and rest. 

If pain persists, see a doctor of chiropractic imme¬ 
diately. With snow, it's wiser to use the head instead 
of the back.

“Mulling” Over Mulled Wine... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

Have you ever had mulled wine or cider? It’s cold 
out. You have invited friends over to sit by the fire, and 
you’re looking for something different to entertain 
them. A nice rich, red, unsparkling wine is the way to 
start. 

In a sauce pan, start to warm the wine. Add some 
cinnimon, lots of nutmeg, sugar, and some zest of 
orange. Do not bring the wine to the point of simmer¬ 
ing: just warm ‘til the sugar has been dissolved and 
the temp has been raised a bit. Decorate with a cin¬ 
namon stick and some orange slices. 

Cider and mead can be served the same way. 
What to serve with your wine? Not really a problem. 
Try some of my hot artichoke and crab dip. Take one 
small jar of marinated artichokes, one package of 
cream cheese, one can of lump crab meat (remove 
any cartilage), 1/2 tsp of Worchestershire sauce, salt 
and pepper to taste, and enough milk to soften. This 
can be heated in a microwave oven. If you enjoy 
things a little spicy, add some “red hot” sauce. When 
heated, it should have the desired consistency for dip¬ 
ping. Serve with your choice of dipping crackers. The 
mulled wine will go great with this. 

Try serving chili queso with your corn chips or 
french fries. All queso is, is cheese; Mexican cheese, 
nacho cheese, whatever you want to call it. This is 
easy. It’s not really a gourmet cheese dip, just a 
cheese dip that’s cheap and tasty. Buy a small can of 
no-bean chili such as Hormel mix, along with a small 
package of Velveeta, and nuke it 'til soft. Start dip¬ 
ping; it's that easy] 

How about some high-cholesterol potatoes? Boil 
your potatoes, then let cool and peel. Dice them up. 
Now, in a buttered baking pan, spread those taters 
out. Place a nice layer of mayonaise over the top (not 
too thick but enough to know it’s there). Now, top off

* “The Fog”: 1980. Rated R. 

John Carpenter again teamed with “Halloween” 
alumni Debra Hill in this super scarefest about a mys¬ 
terious glowing fog that engulfs a small coastal town 
in California. As expected, terror lurks within the fog. 

This film is very Carpenter-esque in that his trade¬ 
mark foreground/background shots are prevalent 
throughout the film. This fused with Carpenter’s per¬ 
sonally composed soundtrack. “Hailoween” star 
Jamie Lee Curtis appears with Adrienne Barbeau, Hal 
Holbrook, Janet Leigh, and John Houseman. 

This film generates enough eerie ambiance to give 
you chills. This is directly attributed to the antagonist, 
which is {for all intents and purposes) an inanimate 
object. 

The film, to this day, enjoys a huge cult following 
among Carpenter's fans. It demonstrates Carpenter’s 
unique approach to filmmaking and displays all of his 
tactics (combining camerawork and sound effects) to 
generate primal fear. 3 STARS. 

* “Christine”: 1983. Rated R. 

What happens when you combine Stephen King’s 
imagination with John Carpenter's direction? Well, the 
result is a double-edged sword. 

This film Is based upon King’s novel of the same 
name. The story centers around a 1968 Plymouth that 
takes on a life of its own. That pretty much sums up 
the plot. In typical King fashion, we spend most of the 
film waiting for an explanation for the supernatural 
occurrences we have been exposed to for 70-plus 
minutes (in this case, you wonder what possibly could 
cause a car to take on a personality). This is where 
the film fails. 

Although Carpenter held up his end of the bargain 
by creating some very chilling shots (most of which 
singlehandedly personify the car), King’s contribution 
is the weak link. The story is very shallow and, quite 
frankly, wasted the talent of John Carpenter, who was 
obviously very limited In terms of the subject matter 
he could explore. 

The teaming of Carpenter and King should have 
been much more explosive than it was. They simply 
picked the wrong King novel for Carpenter to enhance 
with his direction because "Christine” just sputtered 
and stalled. 2 STARS.

• Here is a Carpenter film that plays as a cheesy B- 
movie from start to finish. First off, the top-billed actor 
was Roddy Piper. That’s right, the wrestler known as 
Rowdy Roddy Piper. Not that he did a terrible job act¬ 
ing, but the storyline is something else that helps this 
film border on being boring. 

The story deals with a group of beings (incognito 
as wealthy humans) that have been using mankind as 
slaves.

2nd Loss As WMass. Looms

For the second Wednesday in a row, the Agawam 
High wrestling team lost to one of the tall hogs at the 
trough in Western Massachusetts wrestling - dropping 
a 39-21 decision to visiting Central High last week, 
which followed their loss to Ludlow High seven days 
earlier (also at Kibbe Gym). 

For the Golden Eagles, it was a vindication, seeing 
as how they hadn’t beaten the Brownies in a dual 
meet since 1991. 

The loss sent Agawam to 13-4, 3-2 in the Valley 
League. The Eagles soared to 9-3 and 4-1 in the 
Valley. 

Agawam is now gearing up for the Western Mass. 
Division I Tournament to be held February 9th-10th at 
Ludlow. The Brownies last won the title in 1998 and 
finished second in 1999 to defending two-time champ 
Ludlow High. 

Things started out on a down note for Agawam, as 
it lost in the 103’s, which saw Central take the early 
lead, 6-0, on a pin with 54 seconds gone in the third 
period. 

Agawam tied things up when veteran senior, Eric 
Hogan, locked up with Eagle sophomore, Albee 
Green. Hogan was all over the Eagle, taking a 5-0 
lead into the second two minutes. Hogan executed a 
nice takedown and twisted Green onto his back for a 
pin with 49 seconds gone, tying things at six. 

Agawam had no answer In the 112’s. where Andy 
Korney (a good one in his own right) met Central’s All- 
Western Mass, standout. Shareef Jacobs. The 


Central senior had little trouble. Up 12-0 with only sec¬ 
onds gone in the second period, Jacobs scored one 
on a reverse and two on a takedown for a 15-0 major 
decision and five points. 

Central, leading 14-6, hit paydirt again with a 9-4 
decision In the 125’s. This was a fairly close match, as 
junior Bryan Ghedi wrestled from behind for the dura¬ 
tion (7-1 after one, 9-2 after two) but just couldn’t 
catch a break on Anthony Trimboli, who - with his big 
lead - wisely wrestled defensively, putting Central up, 
14-6. 

Agawam got the three points back on a gutsy per¬ 
formance by Luke Cardone in the 130’s. The Brownie 
senior faced Central junior Corey Strange. Cardone 
was only up, 1-0, on a second-period escape when a 
takedown with a minute left gave him a 3-0 advantage 
and the eventual 3-0 decision. 

Adam Blackak got the call from Coach Kirk Parker 
for the 135’s. Blackak had a tough one against Central 
senior Dennis Brown. Neither kid scored in the first 
period. Brown led 3-1 on an escape and a takedown 
after two. The Brownie managed another point on an 
escape with a minute left in the third, but he would get 
no more and fell on a 3-2 decision. 

The 140-pound class is one reason the faithful 
show up for Agawam wrestling. It is the domain of 
Aaron Gilbert. [We apologize to Aaron for calling him 
Adam Blackak once or twice in the Ludlow story. Both

are accomplished wrestlers, but there is only one 
Gilbert.] 

The Brownie senior and tri-captain came in with a 
23-0 record. He was in control from the get go, lead¬ 
ing 4-1 after one on a couple of takedowns, and 6-1 
at the end of two after a takedown with 50 seconds 
left. The All-Western Mass, performer went on to take 
his 24th win of the year, 9-2. 

The Brownies were now within hailing distance of 
the soaring Eagles -17-12.

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“But a second place for the girls is very possible. If 
not second, then probably third. We need all of our 
seeded girls to step up one notch from where their 
seed is to really threaten Cathedral and EL,” added 
Pryce.

Sometimes a losing streak is like a stubborn cold - 
no matter what you try, it just won’t go away.

At the time, the Brownies were in a 2-3 zone and 
pressing occasionally on defense. 

West Side tied things up at 13 on some good work 
off the offensive boards with 7:24 left. The Brownies 
went back on top, courtesy of a trey from sophomore 
guard Jenna Shea (11 points) 12 seconds later. 

Senior Jill Gendron contributed a deuce in the lane 
and two from the circle, giving the Brownies a 20-13 
lead with 4:50 to play. 

At that point, sophomore fonA/ard Kristen Strole 
(who has been seeing more playing time late/y) had 
five rebounds. She would end up with 13 for the 
game. 

At 4:10 Agawam - which had eight turnovers to that 
point - led 20-15. Twenty seconds later, they had a 
one-point, 22-21 lead as West Side (going 10-25) 
shot over their zone.
